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GAKKT HKRMANN'S JUVENILE. 

Garry Hermann fully demonstrated yesterday 
at Hawthorne that he is the best two-year-old 
colt that has shown up in the west thus far this 
season, and also made C. H. Smith, who pur- 
chased him for $10,000 Saturday, think better 
than ever of his bargain. 

Garry Hermann, at 121 pounds, met Silverdale. 
118. and two other youngsters, in the Juvenile 
Stakes, which was at five furlongs witl) a value 
of $1,800. 

Garry Hermann and Silverdale had met twice 
before at Hawthorne and each had a win to his 
credit. The first time the pair met Silverdale 
made his opponent look cheap, and it was vice 
versa at the second mating, but Burns was not 
up on the Schorr colt the second time the pair 
met, consequently there was a doubt in the 
minds of many as to which youngster was best. 
Garry Hermann, however, conceded three 
pounds of actual weight and jockey Burns to 
Silverdale yesterday, then beat him badly. 

Never before in the history of Hawthoroe was 
there such a Monday crowd out and it seemed 
that they were equally divided between Bums 
and Silverdale and Garry Hermann, conse- 
quently the race from a speculative standpoint 
was a hot one. it being even money and there- 
abouts and take your pick between the pair. 

Mr. Smith, so he said, did not bet on his oolt, 
but Jake Marklein, Garry's former owner, did, 
and bet on him good, too, remarking before the 
race that it was the best thing at the price that 
he ever saw. So it proved to be, for Garry Her- 
mann simply took the Schorr colt by the head 
and galloped him to defeat in the first three 
furlongs, and after that loafed the remainder 
of the route, eventually winning in a canter by 
eight lengths. 

The Steeplechase over the short course fur- 
nished the best contest of its kind seen thus far 
at the Cicero track this season. The field wa* 
very evenly balanced and the horse that won. 
Globe II., “delivered the goods” in such a game 
manner that it brought forth a great round of ap- 
plause from the stand. Globe II. was carrying 
top weight 153 pounds and was the natural 
favorite, although he receded in the betting 
from 3 to 2 to 11 to 5. Eggerson, who rode Globe 
II„ seems to “have it on the other boys,” hav- 
ing won all of the races of this kind that have 
been run over the course this season, 
consequently the other riders, to a cer- 
tain degree are envious of him, and in this 
event they tried to give him and the game horse 
that he rode the worst of it. Adams, who rode 
Van Brunt, in particular was out after Egger- 
son's scalp, and every time Globe II. would 
draw up near him he would strike him over the 
head with his whip. This in itself was handi- 
cap enough to beat almost any horse ; but in re- 
gard to gameness Globe 11. is far above the 
general run, and although he was six lengths 
behind the leader when the last fence was 
cleared he managed to work his way to the 
front, and at the winning mark was two lengths 
in front and going away. Frond was second 
and Viking third to Globe II. 

Out of the fifth race, which was at nine fur- 
longs, came one of those nodding finishes tiiat 
you sometimes read »l)Out. It was between 
Star Chamber and Jimp, and tlie former got the 
decision simply because it was her turn to be in 
front when the wire was reachc‘d. Some of 
Jimp’s^backers made some noise about the de- 
cision, but coal-heavers cannot be judges, so 
their noise did not count for much. 

Since the 1900 racing season opened around 
Chicago there has not Ijeen a race that could be 
compared with the last event from a betting 
Btandpoint.fi Gold Fox, Great Bend, Molo and 
Tenby were each backed royally at about 3 to 1 
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and before the race was run there was no end 
of talk in regard to the relative merits of the 
different horses. Gold Fox, however, proved to 
his admirers that he was the best and cleverly 
beat Great Bend by three-quarters of a length. 
Molo finished third a neck in front of Tenby. 

The initial event was rather easy for The 
Bobby, who was backed down two points from 
5 to 1, and Nobleman, a 20-to-l chance, was a 
neck in front of Orimar at the finish in the sec- 
ond race. In the latter event Bangle was 
a 1 to 4 favorite, but be sulked all Ihrough the 
stretch, finishing a bad third. 

Judge Kuhl was asked by an outsider before 
the first race what condition the track was in. 
Kuhl, who is very reticent, stated he did not 
know, but remarked that Pat Dunne had timed 
one of his horses a quarter in 21 seconds in the 
morning and then immediately sent his watch 
to the jewelers. 

Harry Robinson bought Strangest from 
“Texas” Smith yesterday for $1,000, and 
scratched him out of the last race to clear the 
road for Molo. 

Hawthorne track is fast getting into racing 
shape. Gold Fox ran a mile in 1 :41}, which is 
the fastest time made this season. 

On the strength of a workout Sunday in 1 :431 
Tenby was made the subject of a big plunge in 
the last race. 

Jockeys Ross and Dupee, who have been do- 
ing a lot of crowding in their races of late, w’ere 
called into the stand by Judges Kuhl and Tre- 
vathan and given to understand that they were 
being closely watched and must ride clean in 
the future or suffer severe discipline. 

Jockey Adams narrowly escaped being set 
down for foul riding by signing a contract to go 
east and ride for W. C. Daly. Judges Kuhl and 
Trevathan had him on their list, but concluded 
to let him go unpunished on the understanding 
that he will leave Hawthorne at once. 

Thomas Magee arrived at Hawthorne with 
his stable yesterday. Frank Rector, who is 
training for Mart Jordan, also got in with two 
jumpers. 

Frond, who ran to the place in the steeple- 
chase, is only 14 1-2 hands high, and is said to 
be the smallest cross-country animal on the 
turf, Gwynne Tompkins says she is one of the 
neatest jumpers he ever handled. Mrs. Hooe. 
wife of Tompkins' partner, has been riding the 
fillj during the past winter. 

NO LICENSE FOR DUGAN. 

The License Committee of the American Turf 
Cougress met at the Wellington Hotel Sunday 
afternoon, and after a lengthy consideration of 
the application of Jockey Dugan for a license, 
rendered the following decision : 

“In the case of Jockey Clinton Dugan, upon 
application for a license, the committee rules 
as follows : 

“The boy w’as ruled off by Captain James H. 
Rees and Mr. Harry Kuhl, experienced and 
competent officials, who adjudged him guilty. 
As they have confirmed their opinion as to his 
guilt, and there being no satisfactory evidence 
adduced in contravention, the committee, after 
a careful investigation, herewith denies the ap- 
plication of said Dugan for license.

MERITED GOOD FORTUNE. 

Concerning the prominent figures cut this 
season by the two-year-olds in the stable of 
Fleischmann Sons, the New York Sun of Fri- 
day says : 

“The sons of Charles Fleischmann do not seem 
to have anything but good two-year-olds in 



their stable this season. Everything that they 
have started for big money has got it and one 
colt that they have been content to run in over- 
night races only, seems to be as good as the 
stake winners. This colt is Blues, a day, by 
Belvidere, out of Bonnie Blue II., and a product 
of the breeding establishment of James Galway, 
at Preakness, N. J. Blues made his debut at 
.\queduct in a cheap affair, but bad bad luck on 
the turn and was beaten. He was kept under 
cover at Morris Park meeting and started at 
Gravesend last Monday. He took Green B. 
Morris's crack colt. Schoolmaster, into camp 
very handily, and just to show that there was 
nothing of the fluke character in that victory, 
'William Fleischmann started him again yester- 
day. He won right back in handsome style, 
beating Eugene Leigh's Delmarch, Wyndham's 
Vouch and Philip J. Dw’yer's Humboldt 
in clever fashion. Vouch and Humboldt do 
not amount to a great deal just now, but 
Delmarch seems to be improving every day, so 
that Blues' success was highly satisfying. He 
is a big colt, with a nice, smooth action, and 
will develop into a stayer from all appearances. 
Moreover, he is quick on his feet and attains 
top speed without having to run a mile or so,” 
“TheiFleischmanns have always been popular 
on the Metropolitan Circuit because there has 
never been the slightest breath of scandal about 
the running of their horses. They are always 
trying, and when one of them is beaten it is be- 
cause he has met a better horse. The Fleisch- 
mann horses are well trained and well managed, 
and are not run in the interest of any clique of 
heavy gamblers. The stable was pretty success- 
ful last season, when it had Maribert and one or 
two other good two-year-olds, but it seems to be 
better off this year. The respective abilities of 
Bonnibert and Irritable are, of course, stable 
secrets, but on public form either of them is su- 
perior to anything else that has appeared in 
these parts, and the pair will have to be ac- 
cepted as the champions until they are beaten 
in a fair and square race. Irritable’s success in 
the race for the Eclipse Stakes on the closing day 
at Morris Park was quite as easy as Bonni- 
bert's victory in the National Stallion Race on 
the preceding Saturday. Irritable is a Tennes- 
see-bred colt by Gen. W. H. Jackson's famous 
English Derby winner, Iroquois, out of the mare 
Toribera. Bonnibert comes from the Adalbert 
stock at Hopkinsville, Ky. Capt. Cyrus Rad- 
ford of the United States Marine Corps and 
Col. Williams are the breeders. He is by the 
famous stallion Albert out of Bonnie Ola. Bon- 
nibert is a full brother to Walter C. Rollins’ 
three-year-old Herbert, who ran so gallantly in 
the Brooklyn Handicap, and he will make a 
better horse. He is quicker in the beginning of 
a race and has more size. He looks as though 
he would be able to carry weight w’ell. Her- 
bert’s last two races would seem to indicate 
that he prefers 95 or 100 pounds to 115 or 118. 

“The Fleischmanns are depending on two- 
year-olds altogether this season. They dis- 
posed of all their good horses at public auction 
last year, and will probabbly have another sale 
again this summer. Next year they will race 
horses of their own breeding, and when their 
stud gets in good shape they will cease to buy 
yearlings. Their principal stallion is Halma, 
one of the greatest of the sons of the mighty 
Hanover. Halma ran most of his races in the 
west in the colors of the late Byron McClelland, 
and they paid $22,000 for him when he was on 
the verge of a breakdown. They did not win 
him out in races, but they hope to get even on 
his progeny. Halma is big and strong and 
healthy, and the choicest thoroughbred blood 
flows in his veins. His dam, Julia L., was a 
good mare herself, and, besides Halma she ha s

Jean Ber aud w’as the first out for his prelim- 
inary gallop. He was given a breather tha? 
showed him to be possessed of his old burst of 
speed, and he came back with his wind even 
and his eyes glistening. Ethelbert, however, 
was like a wild horse. He flew by the grand 
stand in a manner that made many think Maher 
had lost control of him. Returned to the pad- 
dock he showred hardly a hair dampened by 
perspiration. He was as hard as nails, fitted to 
the acme of perfection. 

.Yfter being sponged off the two thorough- 
breds together trotted out on to the track 
again. As they cantered past the grandstand 
on the way to the post a clapping of hands 
greeted them that sounded not unlike a volley 
of rifle shots, beginning at one end of the stand 
and ending at the other, to be taken up by the 
thousands in the so-called free field. The ap- 
plause was for both horses. Each was a favorite.

Together the two splendid pieces of horse 
flesh came flying down the track between crowds 
that lined the fences on both sides. They were 
maintaining a terrific pace as they tore past the 
judge's stand and were running as a team. Fc 
was stride for stride, with no advantage, except 
that Ethelbert had that shade which belongs tc 
the horse that runs on the rail. 

Watches were without reason doubted, be- 
cause they showed the first quarter in 23^ sec- 
onds. Then when the half-mile post was 
reached in forty -eight seconds, old horsemeti 
said it was the race of the century. 

Neither thoroughbred had as yet displayed a 
signal of distress, aud they were running witL 
their muzzles on a line when the three-quarters 
was reiiched in 1 minute 13 2-5 seconds. 

Jean Beraud kept on to the end of the nex- 
furlong, and then announced to his jockey that 
he had had enough, thanking him very kindly . 
Seven furlongs in 1 :262^ was enough of a race u 
satisfy any thoroughbred, but it was only a. 
warming up gallop for Ethelbert.
